for reater economic international- 
ism. It is well said that 
the last few years have 
shown’ nations engaging in’ an 
ignominous seramble to endea- 
vour to secure, ench for itself, the 
largest possible share of n limited 
world market... The abandonment 
of individualism and the 
of free private enterprise 
each country has, it 
been attended by an economic | 
nationalism more selfish, more 
vigorous and more wasteful ‘than 
any of the earlier cruder forms of 
this separatist policy. It is to be 
doubted whether this conflict  be- 
‘tween the forces of economic na- 
tionalism and internationalism Is 
realised to the full by peoples com- 
mitted by long practice - to the 
national policy. Therefore it seems 
natural to'them that in any period 
of trade depression foreign goods 
should be kept out or so taxed as 
to relieve the unpopular burden of 
direct taxation.

CHANCELLOR'S APPEAL FOR 


CO-OPERATION. 


HELP NEEDED. 


London, June 6, 
Sneaking at an_ international 
gathering of journaliats this even- 
Jng, the German Chancellor, Dr. 
Bruoning, auld the purpose of tho 
visit to England of.Dr. Curtius and 
himsolf was to discuss frankly and 
amicably tha many diilcultics 
over tho Budget and economic IIfe 
fencrally. : : 
leaving’ Germany, 
said Dr. Bruening said they again 
tried to raise new taxes and to 
cut down Budget expenses to a 
minimum. After the reduction of 
payments utlder tho Young Plan 
hy seven hundred millfon marks, 
instead of lowering tnxeax they 
_ were forced to raise them, and to 


Dr. Bruening. 


reduce expendilure by two-and-n- 
half millards of marks in fourteen 
months. 

Political diMeulties in Germany 
were ~ most urgent. Radicalism 
was growing, and a solution of the 
problems which were gvommon to 
all countries would be impossible 
if Germany had to rely on them- 
sselves, along. They were only 
soluble by frank co-operation be- 
tween all the nations of the world, 


Warm’ Welcome. 


On their arrival in England to- 
day, Dr. Bruening and Dr. Curtius 
were given a most cordial recep- 
tion, The liner Hamburg, in 
which they travelled — from = Ger- 
many, was mot in the forenoon by 
the destroyer Winchester off the 
Tale of Wight. -As the German 
Ambassador boarded the Hamburg 
to yreet the vialtors, the. liner'’s 
band played the Br National 
Anthem. A few minutes later, the 
party went aboard the Winchester 
to the strains of the German 
Nutlonal Anthem, 

On arrival at Southampton, the 
visitors: were welcomed by the 
Mayor, They walked through the 
lines of the Police Guard to 4 
speclal train which carried them 
to London. The Prime Minister, 
accompanied by the Foreign Secre- 
tary, awaited their arrival at 
Waterloo Station and extended a 
warm welcome, x 

The visitors then drove to the 
Carlton Hotel, their headquarters 
during their stay. Both at the 
station and the hotel they were 
cheered by a gathering of the 

- public which included many Ger- 
mans, Later they spent some 
hours sight-secing in’ the ‘City 
and ‘the West End of London.
